We know there is a great variety of reasons why men.jiar- 


ticularly, have given up ihc regular, old-fashioned habU of 
going to church. 
Al Ihe root of most of them is pure selfish- 


ness, laxincss and indifference. 
In some of lliem, Ihere 


some cogency and truth. We also know that Ihe usual reasons 
urged for church-going relate, overmuch, lo Ihe need of loyally 
IrA particular denominalion, or the personal religious require- 
ments of the individual, who is neglectful of Ihis Sunday duly. 
We require hut trifling insighl lo observe that, usually, these 
arguments are lacking in results. 


Bui, did you ever think of Ihe need of allending church am 


giving to some Christian organization, (he help and assistance 
you may render by weekly participation in its services, on UN, 
grounds of good "citizenship 
1? 
l;or Ihe moment, leave every 


possible doctrinal, or denominational argument aside. 
If yoi 


are al all a thoughtful man, you are interested in Ihe kind ol 
cily, stale and nation, in which you live, and in which, if yoi 
have one, you are bringing up your family. The man who is 
not thus interested is, of course, unlit for American citixeiiship 
and unworthy of Ihe blessings which American cili/enshi| 
bring. 
If you are interested, slop for a moment and think o 


Ihis: 


Ifvcry fundamental in a system of government like our 


finds its origin in the principles of Ihe ClirisliaiMX'ligion. 
No 


Ihe teachings of some sect, or denomination, decidedly nu 
Ihe broad, general principles which-underlie every seel, or de 
nomination, which calls itself Christian. 


The initial declaration of America lo Ihe world, thai "al 


men are created free and equal" found its inspiration in 111 
teachings of Christ, Ihe founder of the Christian church, and 
if we have the patience lo study, we will find lhal every basic 
principle upon which our struciure of government and society 
is reared linds a similar source. 


If you concede this, stop and consider for a moment 


what the ell'ecls upon government and society would be if 111 
various organixalions designed and maintained to keep alive 
these vital'principles arc allowed through disuse and neglect 
lo wither and decay, and lose Iheir usefulness, lose their vital- 
izing touch upon affairs. 


We are far from dogmatic when we declare lhal a system of 


government such as ours could not permanently endure, if il 
'lost Ihc wholesome, inspirational inllueuce which the church, 
as a whole, wields upon Ihe daily life of its citizens. 
II is no 


exaggeration lo say lhal Ihe fate of Ihe nation is bound up in 
Ihe vitality and growth of its churches. 


Most men hold it a duly, which American citizenship re- 


quires of them, to have some part in political a Hairs, and 
exercise, whenever possible, Iheir right lo vole. 
II is precise 


Ihe same kind of duty which calls the American citizen lo lend 
his influence, and support to maintain the Christian church 
which has given to us a Christian civili/alion, Ihe only civiliza- 
tion Ihe world has known which taught and practiced Ihe vital 
principle of Ihc brotherhood of man. 
It has been in Ihe recog- 


nition and working out of this principle lhal we have discov- 
ered every essential which has made such a government as 
ours exceptional and peculiar, in the privileges it guarantees 
and in Ihe rights which il establishes. 
11 was Ihis principle 


which has made of America for a century, or more, a refuge of 
the oppressed of the world, and which wilt make of il in Ihe 
future, we hope, the land wherein men's hopes of ultimate 
justice, equality and liberty will be realized. 


If our reasoning is sound, il then becomes simply the part of 


good citizenship, if for no other reason, lor every man who 
would play a man's part in Ihe community in which he lives, 
lo add the weight of his Influence, and Ihe force of his example 
in Ihe direction of maintaining some church organization, not 
only by contributing to its support, but by the measure of per- 
sonal self-sacrilice involved in regularly allending its weekly 
services.
